Tbe Honey Bee 

The ways and means of a hive of 
nees are wondiirful, and some them 
are beyond human oomprehensiou. 

There are three kinds of bees in a 
hive, the queen, the drones and the 
workers. They are all hatched from 
the same eggs, but fed and bred dif- 
ferently. Italian bees are said to be 
the liest. 

Thp queen Is hatched and fed in 
a large cell hanging perpendicalarly. 
E^gs hatch iu three days and tbe 
queen lays about three thousand a 
day during summer. When several 
queens are batched, if a new one Is 
not wanted for a swarm, all are kill- 
ed but one. The queen has no do- 
minion over the colony, but is sim- 
ply the one female and mother of all, 
accompanying the swarm. She 
lives two or three years, and when 
superanuated the workers commit 
matiicide and raise another mother. 
The queen is about one third longer 
than the working bee and does no 
work. 

The drone, which is the idle male 
bee, is twice as large as the worker. 
These live through the summer, aie 
stung to death by the working tiee 
iu the fall 

Working bees, sexless, const itnte 
tile main part of a hive, which 
numbers about thirty thonsand and 
weighs about five pounds. 

Ill summer they work day and 
night snd live only forty or fifty 
days. 

They seem to have our five senses 
but are dumb, except the queen, wlio 
"pipes" a little. All sounds are 
made with their wings, and with 
these varied sounds they convey 
knowledge like a simple language 

Tht^y gather about forty pounds 
of honey in a hive in the summer, 
and in the wlner very quietly eat 
atiout twenty pounds. 

Ttiy range three or four miles 
distant fur pollen, wax and honey. 
The honey is at first very thin but 
evaporates to the right consisteiioy 
by the heat of the hive, whicti 
never falls l>elow fifty degrees in 
winter. 

Honey IscsrHed In an internal sac, 
pollen In pooketM on the legs, and 
wax Is made honey. The hexagonal 
cells are made so perfect aud thin 
that no human skill can reproduce 
them. Wo can ouly assist these ex- 
perts >iy making the foundation. 

This the G«Mi given Instinct of this 
Utile creature iu its own sphere 
surpasses all the wisdom and skill 
of mau. — £*.

The Story o( the Potato 

The question ot where the potato 
is indigenous and wliere inlnxluoed 
•»y man has never lieen striciiy an- 
swered. It seems sare, however, 
that the potato is a native of ihe 
mountainous distiict of tropical and 
sui'tropical America, from Cliile to 
Mexico, and as fttr north as ihe 
southern part of Colorado. 

Data conoeruing the known use 
of the potato as food is t<ot very 
definite. It ptobaldy was first 
taken to Europe from Peru by the 
Spaniards early iu the sixteenth 
ct«niury and spread froui 8p>iin to 
Holland, Burgundy, aud Italy, 
though cultivated only as a curiosity 
in a few s'ardens and little known 
or though of. In the Complete 
Gaidener. published in 1719. it is 
not mentioned. 

As food it was first used for piga 
and cattle. Then, on acooaot of 
Its great yield, it was suggested it 
might be useful for the p<x)r and 
prevent famine, due to the failore 
of the grain corps. 

As early as 1663 the Royal Society 
of London adopted measures to en- 
courage its cultivation in England. 
It spread quickly to Ireland, bat 
not until the middle of the eighteen 
century did it acquire any real im- 
portauoeoo iheoontiuent of Earope.
